PATRICK LEAVESJ5EATH HOUSE 


Must Now Comply With Prison Rule* 


and AH Luxuries Cease. 


Cssining. N. Y., Dec. 22.—Official no- 


tice of commutation of sentence of 
Albert T. Patrick, convicted of murder- 
ing William M. Rice, was received at 
Sing Sing prison. He was removed 
immediately to the main prison from 
the steel cage In the 
death house, 


where he has spent the last five years. 
He will be put to work on carpentry. 


Since Patrick has been in the death 


house he has given no trouble what- 
ever to the warden or keepers. Now, 
however, he is showing a dread of go- 
ing into the main prison as a life con- 
vict, as he will have to comply with 
tbe prison rules. During his long In- 
carceration in the death house he has 
had a large roomy cell, has had th* 
use of all the books and paper h« de- 
sired, and has received frequent visit* 
from his wife. In the main prison he

was taken from the jail, "Deputy Sheriff 
Reuben L. Smallwood said that a man 
appeared outside the jail and rang. He 
said that he had a prisoner. Deputy 
Smallwood saw that he had no pris- 
oner and refused to admit him. where- 
upon he left. Son afterwards a mob cf 
about 60 men appeared before the Jail 
with a hitching post and endeavored 
to batter down the door. Unsuccessful 
with that means, they procured a 
sledge and pick and managed to break 
a hole in the door, through which one j 
of the men crawled and unlocked the 
door. Then five or six men entered the 
building and proceeded to the warden's 
room, where they encountered "War- 
den George Taylor. Deputies Small- 
wood and James C. Crouse and Night 
Watchman Frank Marcellus. At the 
point of a pistol the warden surren- 
dered the keys. In a few moments 
more Davis was secured and carried 
out bodily.

WAS ENTOMBED 
FIFTEEN DAYS 


Bakersfield, Cal., Dec. 24.—»Lindsay 
B. Hicks, released from an entomb­ 
ment of 15 days in a cavcd-in tunnel, 
appeared well and happy after his 
gruesome experience, spending much 
time in receiving congratulations of 
friends and neighbors, to whom he 
related as best he could the feelings 
he underwent within the dark, close 
quarters of his tomb-like prison near 
the dead bodies of five loss fortunate 
companions, 
while 
scores 
of men 
worked like beavers day and night 
for more than two weeks to save him 
from death by digging through many 
feet of earth and rock. 


Hicks* bravery under the trying con­ 
ditions won for him the admiration of 
hundreds of persons who watched the 
progrees of his exhumation. Sb strong 
was Hicks at the finish that he helped 
to scrape away the last barrier of 
earth, and crawlod, with slight assist* 
ance, from death to life. 


Hicks was not emaciated. 
He was 
so strong that the stimulants that 
had been prepared for him were not 
needed. 
^ 
^ 


.No sooner was the last segment of 
debris removed and the way left open, 
than Hicks began to scrape away the 
rocks and earth and crawl toward the 
opening. 
With arms in front of hi» 
head, he went into the miniature tun­ 
nel and began to work his way slowly 
through to the other side of a dump 
car, near which he has remained dur­ 
ing the excavating. 
His arms were 
seized by Dr. Stinchfleld and a miner. 
The two, exerting ail their strength, 
pulled the miner into the main tunnel, 
where he was placed in a sitting poai- 
tion. 
The blindfold that Hicks had 
been ordered to put on was removed, 
as the tunnel was only dimly lighted 
by candle. 


And there, 100 feet from the face of 
the mountain and within a few stepa 
of the place where the miner had lain 
entombed for nearly 16 days, there oo 
currod a pathetically joyful scene. Dr. 
Stinchfleld, with tears in his eyes, and 
his hands laid affectionately on Hicks* 
shoulders, said: 
“Well, how are you, 
old boy?” 


And there were tears in the eyes 
of Hicks as well, the only tears that 
he had shed in all the days and Rights 
since he was entombed, as ho re­ 
plied: “I am feeling fine. I can never 
thank you, doctor, for what you have 
done.” 


While working on a tunnel that wai 
building by the Edison Power company 
near Bakersfield on December 7, th# 
vertical walls of a deep cut fell in on 
Ilicks and five fellow workmen. It waa 
at first thought that all had perished 
under the hundreds of tons of rock and 
earth. 


Three days later a tapping on th« 
Iron rail of the little tramway running 
through the drift gave the first Intima­ 
tion that a man stiil alive was buried 
beneath the debris. A 70-foot pipe, two 
inches in diametery, was Immediately 
forced through the* debris. It reached 
the spot where Hicks was entombed. A 
heavy dirt c^v* had become wedged in 
the d^bw.s l.i such- a way as to keep 
the immense weight from crushing 
him. 


When Hicks pullfed the wooden plug 
from the iron pipe and called to the 
men above him his voice sounded Uke 
one from the grave. Through the pipe 
the men working on top learned from 
Hicks that for several hours after the* 
cave-in bo had talked with his com­ 
panions, but that 
they had 
become* 
silent and he believed they were dead. 


By means of the pipe Hicks kept in* 
communication with a big force of res­ 
cuers which was at once organized, 
Milk was poured down the pipe. This 
was the only sustenance It was possi­ 
ble to give the man for nearly two 
weeks, During the 
first two day# 
Hicks saicl? he had existed on. a plug 
of tobacco'he had with him at the dm* 
of the cav/e-in. 


He had fust exhausted this when the 
pipe was forced into the crevice in 
which he was pinned. Every day gal­ 
lons of milk were 
poured^ down the 
pipe to keep him alive. 


In a narrow space uader the car 
there was just room foe* Hicks to lio 
down. His prison did not allow of the 
slightest freedom of movement, and for 
days the man lay on his b^ck, not dar­ 
ing to move lest he might disturb tho 
car overhead and b/ing down upon 
himself an avalanche ef dirt that would 
mean his death. 


Through 
the pipe he directed the 
work of rescue, guiding the course of 
the tunnel the miners started toward 
his prison, so that It would not by 
some chance disturb the equilibrium of 
the car, which waa ail that lay between 
him and deatln

UTHOHITIES dUEer as to the capacity of ta* arwace brain 
to receive the impressions ot a lifetime. 
It Is pretty w«U 


believed that there Is ta the brain a centre of eoaserra- 
tibn distinct from the centre of perception. 
We of cours* 


know nothing as to the nature of the relation of brain- 
cells to percepts and conservation, but we do know that 
there must be a relation. .The latest researches (Hammer- 
berg and Thomson) show that the number of cells in the 
brain is nine billica two hundred million. All stimuli, ei- 


ternal (through the five sesses) or internal (through processes), must leave 
some trace upon these cells, chemical, physical, or dynamic. 
These stimuli 


are composed of all sorts of percepts; words and sounds heard; things and 
words seen; objects felt, tasted, smelled; sensations perceived in our own 
bodies; thoughts i/ushing upward into consciousness. And a little reflection 
will show how innumerable such imprints must be in the course of a single 
waking day. 


Even without reading the resident of a city must receive an incalculable 


number of impressions upon his brain every 24 hoars. The reading centre of 
the brain occupies a comparative small area in the back of the left hemis- 
phere, and consequently must possess a very small portion of the nine bil- 
lion cells referred to above. We can only guess at the number, but a fair 
estimate would be about a twentieth, or say five hundred millions which 
in a lifetime of 60 years would allow us about 25,000 cells daily for the per- 
ception and conservation of words and sentences read. 
These figures may 


have no scientific value, but at any rate they emphasize a very important 
fact, and that is that our brain capacity is limited and that we should be 
sparing of the cells we daily squander.—Colliers' Weekly.

The area of Rhode Island, exclusive of 
---- ^ waters of Narrangansett Bay, comprise 673.920 acres or 


just a trifle more than one-half the area of Santa Gertrudes Rranch. The 
area of Delaware, exclusive of water, is 1,264,000 acres or 25,600 acres smaller 
than Santa Gertrudes. Texas constitutes one-eleventh of the area of" the 
United States; yet if the Lone Star State were to be cut up into ranches the 
size of Santa Gertrudes there would only be land enough to make 132. 


Santa Gertrudes Ranch was founded in 1853 by Captain Richard King, a 


former Mississippi River pilot, who, with his friend Captain Miffin Kenedy, 
had charge of the transport service on the Rio Grande which supplied Gen- 
eral Taylor's army during the Mexican war. Captain King's ambition was to 
possess the largest and best conducted ranch in Texas; but he died twenty 
years ago, after accumulating 800,000 acres. The property was left to his 
widow, Mrs. H. M. King, who turned the entire management over to her 
son-in-low, R. J. Kleberg, a lawyer, who was born and brought up within 150 
files 'of the ranch. Under Mr. Kleberg's management the acreage has been 
increased more than fifty percent.—Harper's Weekly.

into idleness and misery if the telephone bell should cease to ring. The Bell 
Companies employ over S7.000 persons aad. it may be added, pay them well. 
Many of these employes have families to maintain; others support their pa- 
rents, or aid younger brothers and sisters. It is safe to say that 200,000 people 
look 'to the telephone for their daily bread. These figures may be supple- 
mented by the number of telephones in use, (5,698,000), by the number of miles 
of wire (6,043.000), in the Bell lines, and by the number of conversations 
(4,479,500.000), electrically conveyed in 1905. The network of wire connects 
more than 33,000 cities, towns, villages and hamlets. 


Such tremendous growth as these statistics show would imply not only 


a steadily increasing appreciation of the telephone, but would also suggest 
improved" instruments, more skillful operators, and better service. There would 
be EO Cattery in such suggestion. Electrical science has undergone radical 
reformation since 1S76. 
Telephony has raised the utilization of electricity to 


the height of a profession. 
Of course such advances have not been won with- 


out cost- Fortunes were spent in experiment and investigation before a 
dollar came back. 
Communication by the first telephone was limited to a 


few thousand feet. Now. conversation can be carried on by persons 1,600 
miles apart. Tomorrow long-distance lines will span the continent; and the 
day after oceanic telephony will be a commonplace of mercantile routine, 
But science and money had to collaborate for years before they could work the 
•trade of enabling Boston and Omaha to talk together.—From the "Thlrtietli

gra:n field. It is the home of agricul- 
turists and of people wnese prosperity 
depends directly on the products of 
the farm. To be sure, there are mines 
and oil and manufacturing; but the 
| staple resource of the region is the 


farm. 


When the crops fail the general in- 


come languishes, and this is the test 
of a commsmiiy's basis. 
In. all that 


territory are only three large cities, 
Omaha, Kansas City and the Minne- 
apolis St. Paul settlement. St. Louis, 
though on the west side of the 
river, does not belong in the Prairie 
State catalogue. 
Denver is primar- 


ily a mining centre. 


Each of these cities is remarkably 


prosperous; each of them has more 
work for laborers than there are la- 
borers for hire; each is building and 
extending its limits as never before. 
The problem of the poor, the struggle 
of the tenement house and the efforts 
of organized charity are little known. 


Poverty is uaperceived because the 


opportunity for wage earning is, and 
has been, present in these rapidly de- 
veloping communities, advancing as 
they have from villages to cities of 
150,000 to 300,000, in practically unin- 
terrupted progression. The construc- 
tion of municipal improvements, the 
erection of stores, public buildings and 
dwellings, the multitude of other im- 
provements, added to the manufac- 
turing industries, gave all not physi- 
cally incapacitated a chance. 


"Have you a fresh air fund or plan 


for open air outings?" we asked of 
some church workers in one of the 
West's bustling cities. 


"Why should we?"' was the reply, 


"when a walk of a few blocks takes 
any one to the fields and running 
streams? This is only a big country 
town, after all." 


A big country town—perhaps that 


best expresses the present day condi- 
tion of the Western cities, those that 
form the centres of population for the 
inland empire. They retain some of 
the freshness and the heart interest 
of smaller municipalities and of the 
open lands. 


More true is it of the middle class 


cities that are scattered, two or three 
in a State, over the level leagues, 
gaining sustenance from local agri- 
cultural surroundings. They are in- 
deed big country towns. 


On taeir boulevards one sees in 


summer 
evenings 
happy families 


stowed away in comfortable surreys; 
coatiess husbands lounging on. lawns 
they themselves have mowed; neigh- 
bors visiting on the porches along the 
best residence street as well as in 
the farthest suburb. 


Past the finest houses in the town 


roll the automobiles and along the 
same streets roll perambulators push- 
ed by workers in the creamery or in 
the carriage factory. It is a demo- 
cratic procession that makes up the 
moving picture and you wonder where 
are the poor of this community of 
40,000 people. 


"You mean the colored population?" 


suggests your host. ''Needn't worry 
about them. They are getting along 
all right. We would be glad to pay 
the women four or five dollars a week 
as servants, but they will not work 
for us. They say they do not have 
to do that. They can work by the day 
half the time and make more money. 
So we hire them by the day part of 
the time- and do our own work the 
remainder of the week. Poverty? Go 
into their homes. Some of them have 
pianos; organs 
are 
common—they 


don't suffer." 


"But you give to charity?" 
''Of course. Occasionally a family 


is found taat needs help. The father 
or mother is ill, death or accident has 
lessened the income. When that hap- 
pens and it is known supplies are 
forthcoming in abundance and the 
needy ones are well cared for. We do 
not have any suffering poor with us 
in any other sense." 


So it is in other small cities. 'Des 


Moines, Dubuque, Lincoln, Wichita, 
Topeka, Sioux Falls, Fargo, Pueblo, 
Guthrie. Muskogee. Up and down the 
plains region, travel from one busy 
capital to another, from one business 
centre to another, it is all the same 
story. 


Are all rich? No, not even a con- 


siderable portion rich, as the world 
goes. The list of millionarles places 
less than a dozen in all this empire 
of as many States, and it is probable 
that the wealth of some of these has 
been overestimated. 


But in these towns there is no fringe 


of that desolation or of poverty strick- 
en dependence which mark equally 
large cities of the Eastern States. 
Every resident enjoys a familiar ac- 
quaintance with green grass, flowers, 
pure air and sunshine; every one in 
good health has sufficient to eat and 
wear without dependence on alms. 


Then come the Tillages and small 


towns—most of them dignifying them- 
selves in due Western boastfulness 
•with the title city. They may have 
only 150 inhabitant* or the census

It ha* been through n boom an4 re- 


covered, and has the usual social dif- 
ficulties attending- a settlement whet* 
everybody is familiar with his neigh- 
bors' business. This is the extent of 
its charity work. 


Each Thanksgiving Day at a union 


service in one of the churches is taken 
a collection for the city mission fund. 
This amounted last year to J34.CO, the 
year preceding to $37. A committee, 
consisting cf two members from each 
of half a dozen leading churches, 
works with the city officials, that none 
of the needy may be missed. 


The principal expenditure is in buy- 


ing Christmas baskets and sending 
them to the fac:iiies of widows or to 
the aged as reminders of the day. 


"Occasionally some immigrant is 


stranded here as he goes with his 
family across country ia his white 
covered wagon," explained the chair- 
man of the committee. "We helped 
two such cases last year. Some fam- 
ilies with little children where the 
parents are ill cave been assisted, but 
we have not spent all our money this 
year, nor did we last year." 


"But do not the town and county 


spend something for charity?" 


"Yes, and there is a poor farm, but 


it has only seventeen inmates, all of 
them there because infirm, sick or 
aged. It is really a hospital. It has 
steam heat and bathrooms, and is 
more a home than a public refuge. 
The city marshal sometimes takes food 
or coal to families in town, but it is 
when sudden misfortune has visited 
the home and not because of poverty 
in the usual sense of the word."' 


This was characteristic of other 


towns in which inquiries were made. 
Many of them had even .a better rec- 
ord, not having so many railroads 
and so escaping- the trampdom that 
guides its movements by the direction 
of lines of ties. 


The tramp problem, closely allied as 


it Is to poverty, exists in the plains 
region as elsewhere. While distances 
are expansive and opportunity for se- 
curing work so numerous as to be 
impertinent the procession of able 
bodied men loafs along the highways 
and halts in the parks and groves. 


Questioned, most of the members of 


the Guild of the Wandering Foot will 
say they are bound for the "Coast," 
or are "going East to the wife's folks." 
Many towns have ordinances making- 
the giving of alms to strangers an of- 
fence, specifying that beggars shall be 
sent to the city authorities. 


In summer when the farmers are 


begging for help in the harvest it is 
aggravating to see able bodied men 
living their irresponsible life and re- 
fusing $2 a day and board for work 
in the wheat fields. Kansas asks for 
25,000 workers in harvest every sum- 
mer, Nebraska uses 15,000 and the 
Dakotas as many more. 


THE KAISER'S VOICE. 


NEWSPAPER! 


His Words Preserved on First Perma- 


nent Roll in Phonetic Archives. 
One of the novelties of the last few 


years is the establishment of phonetic 
archives, in which the voices of note- 
worthy persons are to be preserved. 


The first record actually taken for 


such a permanent archive in America 
was that of a European. Through the 
American Ambassador Charlemagne 
Tower, I applied for a "record of the 
voice of the German emperor, for pres- 
ervation in duable material in Har- 
vard University, the National Museum 
at Washington, and the Library of 
Congress at Washington. The record 
is to be kept as a historical document 
for posterity. The Phonetic Archives 
at the institutions .mentioned are to 
include records from such persons as 
will presumably have permanent his- 
torical interest for America. The im- 
portance of the undertaking can be 
estimated by considering the present 
value of voice records by Demosthenes, 
Shakespeare, or Emperor William the 
Great." 


The Emperor consented, and the ap- 


paratus was set tip in the palace. I 
asked for four records, one for each 
of the institutions mentioned and one 
for my own scientific investigation. 
The Emperor, however, made only 
two records, designating one for Har- 
vard University and the other for 
other purposes. The two records were 
made by a phonograph (with specially 
selected recorders) on wax cylinders. 
Such cylinders are of no permanent 
value, because they are often injured 
by mold, and sooner or later they 
always crack, owing to changes 
in 


temperature. 


From each original "master record" 


a metal matrix was made by coating 
it with grachite and then galvanopla- 
ting it. The wax master record was 
then removed (being destroyed in the 
process), leaving a mold from which 
"positives"—that is copies of the origi- 
nal—could be east in a hard shellac 
composition and in 
celluloid. Some 


casts were also made in wax. and new 
metal matrices were made from these. 
In this manner the following material 
was obtained: (1) A metal matrix and 
positive of Record No. 1, deposited in 
the National Museum at Washington; 
(2) a similar set of Record No. 1, de- 
posited in the Congressional Library 
at Washington; (3) a similar set of 
Record No. 2, deposited in 
Harvard 


University; (4) a complete set for 
both records (a metal matrix and a 
positive of each), which I presented 
to the Emperor; and (5) a reserve set 
of both. These are the only record* 
of the German Emperor's voice which 
exist at the present time.—The Cen- 
tury.

Capacity of the Brain

UTHORITIES difTer as to the capacity of the average brain 
to receive the impressions of a lifetime. 
It is pretty well 
believed that there is in the brain a centre of conserya* 
tion distinct from the centre of perception. 
We of course 
know nothing as to the nature of the relation of brain* 
cells to percepts and conservation, but we do know that 
there must be a relation. ,The latest researches (Hammer* 
berg and Thomson) show that the number of cells in the 
brain is nine billion two hundred million. 
All stimuli, ex­ 
ternal (through the five senses) or internal (through processes), must leave 
some trace upon these cells, chemical, physical, or dynamic. 
These stimuli 
are composed of all sorts of percepts; words and sounds heard; things and 
words seen; objects felt, tasted, smelled; sensations perceived in our own 
bodies; thoughts pushing upward into consciousness. And a little reflection 
will show how innumerable such imprints must be in the course of a single 
waking day. 


Even without reading the resident of a city must receive an incalculable 
number of impressions upon his brain every 24 hours. The reading centre of 
the brain occupies a comparative small area in the back of the left hemis* 
phere, and consequently must possess a very small portion of the nine bil­ 
lion cells referred to above. 
We can only guess at the number, but a fair 
estimate would be about a twentieth, or say five hundred millions which 
In a lifetime of CO years would allow us about 25,000 cells daily for the per 
ception and conservation of words and sentences read. 
These figures may 
have no scientific value, but at any rate 
they emphasize a very important 
fact, and that is that our brain capacity is limited and that we should be 
sparing of the cells we daily squander.—Colliers’ Weekly.

Million Acres

Y the recent acquisition of a tract of 170,000 acres 
Santa Gertrudes Ranch, in southwest Texas, already repu­ 
ted to be the largest estate in the world owned by a pri­ 
vate individual, was increased to the immense proportions 
of 2000 square miles, or 1,280,000 acres. As an aid to the 
comprehension of these dimensions some comparisons may 
be found useful. 
The area of Rhode Island, exclusive of 
the waters of Narrangansett Bay, comprise 673.920 acres or 
just a trifle more than one-half the area of Santa Gertrudes Rranch. 
The 
area of Delaware, exclusive of water, is 1,254,000 acres or 25,000 acres smaller 
than Santa Gertrudes. Texas constitutes one-eleventh of the area of the 
United States; yet if the Lone Star State were to be cut up into ranches the 
size of Santa Gertrudes there would only be land enough to make 132. 


Santa Gertrudes Ranch was founded in 1853 by Captain Richard King, a 
former Mississippi River pilot, who, with his friend Captain Miffin Kenedy, 
had charge of the transport service on the Rio Grande which supplied Gen­ 
eral Taylor’s army during the Mexican war. Captain King's ambition was to 
possess the largest and best conducted ranch in Texas; but he died twenty 
years ago, after accumulating $00,000 acres. 
The property was left to his 
widow, Mrs. H. M. King, who turned the entire management over to her 
son-in-low, R. J. Kleberg, a lawyer, who was born and brought up within 150 
files of the ranch. 
Under Mr, Kleberg’s management the acreage has been 
increased more than fifty percent.—Harper’s Weekly.

ELLO, Central!” was first heard in 1878. Today the exchanges 
are numbered by the thousand, the telephones by the million. 
Various industries, 
unknown thirty years ago, but now 
sources of employment to many thousands of workers, depend 
entirely on the telephone for support. 
Numerous factories 
making lead sheathing, dynamos, motors, generators, bat­ 
teries, office equipments, cables, and many other appliances, 
would have to close down and thus throw their operatives 
into idleness and misery if the telephone bell should cease to ring. The Bell 
Companies employ over 87,000 persons and, it may be added, pay them well. 
Many of these employes have families to maintain; others support their pa­ 
rents, or aid younger brothers and sisters. It is safe to say that 200,000 people 
look to the telephone for their daily bread. 
These figures may* be supple­ 
mented by the number of telephones in use, (5,698,000), by the number of miles 
of wire (6,043,000), in the Bell lines, and by the number of conversations 
(4,479,500,000), electrically conveyed in 1905. 
The network of wire connects 
more than 33,000 cities, towns, villages and hamlets. 


Such tremendous growth as these statistics show would imply not only 
a steadily increasing appreciation of the telephone, but would also suggest 
Improved Instruments, more skillful operators, and better service. There would 
be no flattery in such suggestion. 
Electrical science has undergone radical 
reformation since 1876. 
Telephony has raised the utilization of electricity to 
tho height of a profession. 
Of course such advances have not been won with­ 
out cost. 
Fortunes were spent in experiment and investigation before a 
dollar came back. 
Communication by the first telephone was limited to a 
few thousand feet. 
Now, conversation can be carried on by persons 1,600 
miles apart. 
Tomorrow long-distance lines will span the continent; and the 
day after oceanic telephony will bo a commonplace of mercantile routine. 
But science and money had to collaborate for years before they could work the 
miracle of enabling Boston and Omaha to talk together.—From the “Thirtieth 
Annjv*r*aij of a Great Invention.”

Each of these cities is remarkably 
prosperous; each of them has more 
work for laborers than there are la­ 
borers for hire; each is building and 
extending its limits as never before. 
The problem of the poor, the struggle 
of the tenement house and the efforts 
of organized charity are little known. 


Poverty is unperceived because the 
opportunity for wage earning is, and 
has been, present in these rapidly de­ 
veloping communities, advancing as 
they have from villages to cities of 
150,000 to 300,000, in practically unin­ 
terrupted progression. 
The construc­ 
tion of municipal improvements, the 
erection of stores, public buildings and 
dwellings, the multitude of other im­ 
provements, added to the manufac­ 
turing industries, gave all not physi­ 
cally incapacitated a chance. 


“Have you a fresh air fund or plan 
for open air outings?” we asked of 
some church workers in one of the 
West’s bustling cities. 


“Why should we?” was the reply, 
“when a walk of a few blocks takes 
any one to the fields 
and 
running 
streams? 
This is only a big country 
town, after all.” 


A big country town—perhaps that 
best expresses the present day condi­ 
tion of the Western cities, those that 
form the centres of population for the 
inland empire. 
They retain some of 
the freshness and the heart interest 
of smaller municipalities and of the 
open lands. 


More true Is it of the middle class 
cities that are scattered, two or three 
in a State, over the 
level 
leagues, 
gaining sustenance from local agri­ 
cultural surroundings. 
They are in­ 
deed big country towns. 


On tneir boulevards 
one sees 
in 
* 
summer 
evenings 
happy 
families 
stowed away in comfortable surreys; 
coatless husbands lounging on. lawns 
they themselves have mowed; neigh­ 
bors visiting on the porches along the 
best residence street as well as in 
the farthest suburb. 


Past the finest houses in the town 
roll the automobiles and along the 
same streets roll perambulators push­ 
ed by workers in the creamery or in 
the carriage factory. 
It is a demo­ 
cratic procession that makes up the 
moving picture and you wonder where 
arc the poor of this community of 
40,000 people. 


“You mean the colored population?” 
suggests your host. “Needn’t worry 
about them. 
They are getting along 
all right. 
We would be glad to pay 
the women four or five dollars a week 
as servants, but they will not work 
for us. 
They say they do not have 
to do that. They can work by the day 
half the time and make more money. 
So we hire them by the day part of 
the time and do our own work the 
remainder of the week. Poverty? Go 
Into their homes. Some of them have 
pianos; organs 
are 
common—they 
don’t suffer.” 


“But you give to charity?” 
“Of course, 
Occasionally a family 
is found that needs help, 
The father 
or mother Is ill, death or accident has 
lessened the income. When that hap­ 
pens and it is known 
supplies are 
forthcoming In 
abundance and the 
needy ones are well cared for. We do 
not have any suffering poor with us 
in any other sense.” 


So it is in other small cities, Des 
Moines, Dubuque, 
Lincoln, 
Wichita, 
Topeka, Sioux Falls, Fargo, Pueblo, 
Guthrie, Muskogee. Up and down the 
plains region, travel from one busy 
capital to another, from one business 
centre to another, it is all the same 
story. 


Are all rich? 
No, not even a con­ 
siderable portion rich, as the world 
goes. 
The list of millionarles places 
less than a dozen in all this empire 
of as many States, and it is probable 
that the wealth of some of these has 
been overestimated. 


But in these towns there is no fringe 
of that desolation or of poverty strick­ 
en dependence which mark equally 


taker may find 6,000 to 10,000, 
1ft 
neither event does he find rwftinders 
of pinched resources nor lack of neces­ 
saries. 


Take a typical community of 5,000 
people out in central Kansas. 
It is 
the centre of an average farming com­ 
munity, In it are twenty-four church 
organizations and seventeen lodges. 
It has been through a boom and re* 
covered, and has the usual social dif­ 
ficulties attending a settlement where 
everybody is familiar with his neigh­ 
bors* business. This is the extent of 
its charity work. 


Each Thanksgiving Day at' a union 
service in one of the churches is taken 
a collection for the city mission fund. 
This amounted last year to $34.60, the 
year preceding to $37, A committee, 
consisting of two members from each 
of half a 
dozen 
leading 
churches, 
works with the city officials, that none 
of the needy may be missed. 


The principal expenditure is in buy­ 
ing Christmas baskets and sending 
them to the families of widows or to 
the aged as reminders of the* day. 


‘Occasionally some 
immigrant is 
stranded here as he goes with his 
family across country in his white 
covered wagon,” explained the chair­ 
man of the committee. 
“We helped 
two such cases last year. Some fam­ 
ilies Avith little children where the 
parents are ill have been assisted, but 
we have not spent all our money this 
year, nor did we last year.” 


“But do not the town and county 
spend something for charity?” 


“Yes, and there is a poor farm, but 
it has only seventeen inmates, all of 
them there because infirm, sick or 
aged. 
It is really a hospital. 
It has 
steam heat and bathrooms, and is 
more a home than a public refuge. 
The city marshal sometimes takes food 
or coal to families in town, but it is 
when sudden misfortune has visited 
the home and not because of poverty 
in the usual sense of the word.” 


This was 
characteristic of other 
towns in which inquiries were made. 
Many of them had even a better rec­ 
ord, not having so many railroads 
and so escaping the trampdom that 
guides its movements by the direction 
of lines of ties. 


The tramp problem, closely allied as 
it is to poverty, exists in the plains 
region as elsewhere. While distances 
are expansive and opportunity for se­ 
curing work so numerous as to be 
impertinent the procession of able 
bodied men loafs along the highways 
and halts in the parks and groves. 


Questioned, most of the members of 
the Guild of the Wandering Foot will 
say they are bound for the “Coast,” 
or are “going East to the wife’s folks.” 
Many towns have ordinances making- 
the giving of alms to strangers an of­ 
fence, specifying that beggars shall be 
sent to the city authorities. 


In summer when the farmers are 
begging for help in the harvest it is 
aggravating to see able bodied men 
living their irresponsible life and re­ 
fusing $2 a day and board for work 
in the wheat fields. Kansas asks for 
25,000 workers in harvest every sum­ 
mer, Nebraska uses 15,000 and the 
Dakotas as many more.

His Words Preserved on First Perma­ 
nent Roll In Phonetic Archives. 
One of the novelties of the last few 
years Is the establishment of phonetic 
archives, in which the voices of note­ 
worthy persons are to be preserved. 


The first record actually taken for 
such a permanent archive in America 
was that of a European. Through the 
American 
Ambassador 
Charlemagne 
Tower, I applied for a “record of the 
voice of the German emperor, for pres­ 
ervation in duable material in Har­ 
vard University, the National Museum 
at Washington, and the Library of 
Congress at Washington. The record 
is to be kept as a historical document 
for posterity. The Phonetic Archives 
at the institutions mentioned are to 
include records from such persons as 
will presumably have permanent his­ 
torical interest for America. The im­ 
portance of the undertaking can be 
estimated by considering the present 
value of voice records by Demosthenes, 
Shakespeare, or Emperor William the 
Great.” 


The Emperor consented, and the ap­ 
paratus was set up in the palace. I 
asked for fowr records, one for each 
of the institutions mentioned and one 
for my own 
scientific investigation. 
The Emperor, however, made 
only 
two records, designating one for Har­ 
vard University and the other for 
other purposes. The two records were 
made by a phonograph (with specially 
selected recorders) on wax cylinders. 
Such cylinders are of no permanent 
value, because they are often injured 
by mold, and sooner or later 
they 
always crack, owing to 
changes 
in 
temperature. 


From each original “master record” 
a metal matrix was made by coating 
it with graphite and then gaivanopla- 
ting it. The wax master record was 
then removed (being destroyed in the 
process), leaving a mold from which 
“positives”—that is copies of the origi­ 
nal—could be cast in a hard shellac 
composition and in 
celluloid. 
Some 
casts were also made in wax, and new 
metal matrices were made from these, 
In this manner the following material 
was obtained: (1) A metal matrix and 
positive of Record No. 1, deposited in 
the National Museum at Washington; 
(2) a similar set of Record No. 1, de­ 
posited in the Congressional Library 
at Washington; (3) a similar set of 
Record No. 2, deposited in 
Harvard 
University; 
(4) a complete set for 
both records (a metal matrix and 
a 
positive of each), which I presented 
to the JEmperor; and (5) a reserve set 
of both. These are the only records 
of the German Emperor’s voice which 
exist at the present time.—The Cen* « 
tury.

It has been established that ordin­ 
ary cooking does not kill bacilli, or 
deprive them of their infective char­ 
acter, if they are situate in the deep­ 
er portions of the meat, or lit the in­ 
ner layers of a butcher’s “roll.” 


Antimony has a hardening effect 
when added to lead; a small quantity 
of bismuth gives the alloy the proper­ 
ty of expanding at the instant at 
which it solidifies, tho result being a 
perfect cast from the mould. 


Successful experiments have been 
made at Toulon, France, with a dir­ 
igible floating mine, which can be 
made to travel on the surface in any 
direction, and to sink and rise again 
at will. 
By a mechanical arrange­ 
ment the charge can be neutralized 
and the mine made unexplosive. 


In order to cause paint to adhere 
firmly to galvanized iron, the United 
States Government has adopted spec­ 
ifications compelling the use of vine­ 
gar for washing the surface prepara­ 
tory to painting. 
This is said to 
roughen the surface, thus giving the 
paint better opportunity to adhere. 


The New York World used for the 
first time during the last election the 
new scientific method of displaying 
election returns at night. It was the 
telautograph - stereopticon, 
which 
transmitted to screen in P ark Row 
the shadowing picture of a huge pen 
which dashed off the election figures 
the moment they were received by 
telegraph. 


An analysis of the ashes of the re­ 
cent Vesuvian 
eruption shows, we 
are told by a Parisian journal, that 
they appear to 
contain substances 
that might make them useful to far­ 
mers as a fertilizer. 
This explains 
why, after the eruptions of Pelee and 
Vesuvius, the slopes of these volcan­ 
oes, after a few rains, became cov­ 
ered, it would appear, with luxuriant 
vegetation, so that their destructive 
activity is scarcely recalled. 
They 
cause crops to grow that they may 
destroy them at the next eruption 
and fertilizer the soil afresh. 


In his Bakerian lecture in London 
recently, Professor John Milne said 
that in addition to the many tremors 
due to seismic, or earthquake, influ­ 
ences which delicate modern instru­ 
ments detect, there are certain pulsa­ 
tions which seem to have some other 
origin. 
Some of these are diurnal, 
and are probably due to the influence 
of the sun and the weather on the 
ground. 
In wet weather the sides 
and bottom of a valley carry a great­ 
er load than the bounding ridges; in 
dry weather the case is 
reversed. 
Even the transpiration of moisture 
by plants may produce perceptible ef­ 
fects upon the tilt of the ground. 
Thus the face of mother earth is al­ 
most as sensitive to external influ­ 
ences as the skin of a living creature. 


Diplomatic Scandal Hushed. 


The information contained in these 
dispatches of the discovery here of 
an extensive system of espionage, In 
which an im portant person in diplo­ 
matic circles was involved, has been 
reproduced widely in the Paris news­ 
papers. 
Although the ministry of 
foreign affairs has refused to con­ 
firm the story, it does not deny it. 


It was learned to-day from the 
same source that told of the discov­ 
ery that the culprit had been dis­ 
missed from his post and that steps 
have been taken to prevent the fur­ 
ther disappearance of diplomatic doc­ 
uments. 
It has been decided to hush 
up the m atter as far as possible, and 
to take no public action against the 
prominent foreign diplomatic agent 
to whom the secrets were betrayed.

Nothing else makes a dross look so 
untidy as spots on tlio goods. 
Those 
fipot& are most frequently found in the 
front of tlio waist aud skirt if from 
fruit, ice cream, etc., but the lower part 
of (he skirt will sometimes show spots 
fwiu almost anything of a liquid na­ 
ture with which they come in contact. 


One of the best agents for cleaning 
spots is soap bark Jelly. This is made 
by dissolving a handful of soap bark 
in a quart of boiling water and letting 
it cool. 


To clean the garment lay the spotted 
portion over a folded towel and rub the 
spots gently with a damp cloth dipped 
in the jelly. 
With another cloth and 
clear water wash off the jelly, dabbing 
it gently with the wet cloth and chang­ 
ing the cloth under it. Rinse with an­ 
other clear water and a clean cloth, 
then let dry in the air. 
When nearly 
dry, cover the place with a thin cloth 
and press with a moderately hot iron. 


A dress skirt or waist that has lost 
its first freshness may be improved by 
a good brushing and sponging. After 
every bit of dust has been brushed and 
shaken out clean any spots that may 
Jfoc found, as directed, then sponge one 
portion at a time and press it with a 
•cloth between the material and the 
iron. 
Use white cloth for light goods 
•and black for dark ones.

Shoes Tlint Creak* 


A good many children’s shoos (after 
they bave bad unwary but intimate 
Knowledge of the contents of alluring 
intddles) have a way of creaking that 
Is absolutely maddening. 


No one ought to be forced to listen 
to it when the remedy is so simple. 
The cause lies in the rubbing of the 
inner sole against the outer, and the 
.wetting may cause one to shrink so 
that this rubbing is an inevitable fol­ 
lowing. 


Take a large plate or a platter and 
pour just enough oil 011 it to cover the 
bottom well. 
Then stand the shoes 
with their heels propped so that the 
sole of the shoe rests in the oil. 
Let 
them stand over night, and in the 
morning wipe off any excess of oil 
there may be. 
If you are careful to 
let the oil only barely cover the bottom 
of the plate the shoes will probably 
absorb all the oil and be seemingly as 
dry as when you put them in. If you 
put too much oil the leather may be 
greasy. Then the shoes should not be 
worn for a day or two until the oil 
lias had time to sink in thoroughly, or 
it will make ugly spots upon rugs and 
carpets. 


But the treatment, simple though it 
is, is effective, and the “squeak” will, 
in nine cases out of ten, be found to 
have disappeared entirely. If it hasn’t 
a second application will finish it.— 
New Haven Register.

When the business woman gets borne 
at night she is tired and bot from her 
day's work.

Portable wireless telegraph stations 
are now manufactured in Germany of 
such light weight that carts or wagons 
are no longer needed for their trans­ 
portation, the parts being carried by 
men. 
While, with stations moved by 
wagons, the air conductors are at- 
tached to balloons or kites, with port­ 
able stations they are attached to steel 
masts. These masts, three in number, 
can be pushed together like a telescope 
and are then about twelve and one- 
half feet long, but can easily be pulled 
out to a length of thirty-three feet. 
The electric energy required is fur­ 
nished by so-called “tread dynamos,” 
mounted upon a sort of stationary bi­ 
cycle, with a light seat for the man, 
who keeps the machinery going with 
his feet.

Seotl Growing. 


TUp 
proper behavior for carrots, 
oniozis and other plants of a similar 
nature is to put in their time at grow­ 
ing during tiie lirst summer. 
Seed 
growing should he reserved till the 
seeond year, when the roots that are 
fouud worthy may be given a chance 
if it is desired. 
Now and then some 
root will go to seed the lirst year. 
Such seed is not desirable for planting 
as it is the result of a tendency to de­ 
generate. a crop raised from it would 
show a still stronger propensity in that 
direction, till it would become an sui- 
nual, which, would 
not be 
wanted. 
With some plants this tendency is very 
strong and must be continually guard­ 
ed against by the seed grower. They 
seem never to'be satisfied with civili­ 
zation and are continually lapsing to- 
,ward their wild state. 
"Back to na­ 
ture” is the cry of those who advocate 
a return from the city to the country. 
It may do for people, but it is not 
wanted for plants. — National Fruit 
Grower. 


T esting til. Slioit Fu«<i. 


In the sale of thirty-four steers, av­ 
eraging 1313 pounds, on the Chicago 
market, at S5.G0, a very timely cattle 
feeding experiment by the Illinois Ex­ 
periment Station was terminated, re­ 
lates 
the 
Tribune Farmer. 
These 
steers were bought on the Chicago 
market the last week in August. 
As 
purchased they were fleshy feeders, 
weighing 1073 pounds, and cost $4.23 
on the Chicago market, and have been 
fed for ninety days. 


Frofessor Mumford, associated with 
II. 0. Allison, a senior student in the 
College of Agriculture, who is to use 
the records of the experiment station 
relative to this test as a basis for a 
graduation thesis, plauned this experi­ 
ment, as being one which would be 
likely to appeal to a large number of 
cattle feeders throughout the country, 
who have tried a similar experiment 
and who are not in a position to know 
accurately the results of their work. 


The cattle were fed in two lots, both, 
however, 
receiving 
similar rations! 
which consisted of cornmeal, oilmeal 
and clover hay. One lot received these 
feeds after the common method of feed­ 
ing. while for the other Jot the clover 
hay was chopped (cut into two-inch 
lengths by being run through an ordi­ 
nary ensilage machine at a cost of 
about $1 a tom and xulxed wjtli ihe 
grain part of the ration. This mixed 
feed was then fed in a self-feeder, to 
which the cattle had access at all tlmes< 


T h e Corn P la n t. 


Reliable figures show the great feed­ 
ing value of the hard lower end of 
the corn plant generally known as the 
stubble, a part usually discarded or 
thrown to the hogs, but which, if prop­ 
erly prepared, would add much value 
to the food supply. 
It is estimated 
that the top part of the corn fodder 
contains less food value than the lower 
part of the stubble and that fifty-two 
per cent, of the food value is in the 
plant and but forty-eight per cent, in 
the ears. Moreover, the#digestlble con­ 
tents are much greater in the lower 
stubble 
than 
in 
the 
main 
stalks 
farther up or in the leaves. 


The reducing of this stubble to a 
condition so that the cows can eat it 
readily is where the great value of 
the shredder comes in, but with the 
majority of farmers the old-fashioned 
cutter must take the place of the 
shredder. As an experiment the writer 
took an old and very dull ax and broke 
to slivers a lot of corn stalks, particu­ 
larly the lower part, usually thrown 
away. 
This mass was thoroughly 
moistened in water which was quite 
warm, covered thickly with wheat 
bran and offered the cows. They ate 
it with much appetite, although they 
had previously partially discarded the 
fodder thrown into the mangers in full 
length. They had become tired of the 
noru stalks fed in the old way, but 
were glad to have it when presented 
in a new form, just as we humans like 
our accustomed foods prepared with 
more 
or 
less 
variety.—Indianapolis 
News.

USEFULNESS OF SHARKS 


He i. llie Com mon Scavenger of th e Sea. 
and is M uch Needed. 


The shark is undoubtedly a “dog with 
a bad name.” 
He is called opprobri- 
ously the “Tiger of the Seas,” or the 
“Sailor’s Foe,” or any other scurrilous 
name which happens to be handy. 
Much mud is thrown at him, and, as lie 
seldom finds a defender, most of it 
sticks. 
I-Iard lines this! 
Because in 
reality this blue water bogie is a hum­ 
ble and useful public servant, who per­ 
forms uncomplainingly the duties con­ 
nected with the sanitation of the seas. 


The shark is the common scavenger 
and general undertaker of the ocean. 
He is not, and, for reasons connected 
with his very moderate speed-limit, 
never can be, primarily, a fish of prey. 
Open any captured shark, and you will 
find clear proof that this is so. A few 
tangled bits of rope yarn, a battered 
corned beef tin, a corked bottie con- 
taining an insulting message to the 
tinder (thrown overboard by some nau­ 
tical wag), or a sailor’s cap which has 
been lost in a gale, all tend to show 
that the shark is a fish of business­ 
like habits’, with a keen eye to any 
chance windfalls which may come 
in his way; but the more digestible 
contents of his stomach, 
consisting 
mainly of carrion of every kind, all give 
evidence that the original owners of 
them were not alive—in fact, were 
very much dead-—when this marine 
sanitary inspector came along,* and, 
condemning them as nuisances, 
re­ 
moved them into his own internal re­ 
fuse bin. 


A large accumulation of carefully 
collected evidence on this point proves 
conclusively that there are, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, only two articles of his 
ordinary menu which the shark is able 
to capture alive; namely, an occasional 
unwary sea fowl which he may hap­ 
pen to surprise asleep on the surface 
of the water, and the ugly, octopus-like 
squid, whose limited powers of loco­ 
motion give a chance to our hungry 
four-knot prowler. 


The shark, then, so far from being 
the gore-dyed pirate which the novelist 
paints him, is a mere hard-working, 
commonplace drudge; and, as such, de­ 
serves, if not kindness, at any rate, 
toleration.—Pearson’s Magazine.

DEFIES TIME 


A L iq u id , Tiewl.r D iscovered, T h*t is * 
T ru e P re se rratlT e. 


The Hungarian chemist Brunn says 
he lias discovered a liquid chemical 
compound which renders certain kinds 
of matter proof against the effects of 
time. 
He asserts that it doubles the 
density of nearly every kind of stone 
and renders It waterproof. It impart» 
to all metals qualities which defy oxy­ 
gen and rust. It is also a germicide of 
liitherto uuequaled powers. 


The professor says that while tfav- 
eling in Greece some -twenty-five years 
ago be noticed that the mortar in 
stones of ruins which were known to 
be over 2000 years old was as hardv 
fresh and tenacious as If it had been 
made only a year. He secured a piece 
of the mortar and has been working 
on it ever since until now, when, lie 
says, he has discovered the secret. 


The compound is a yellow liquid, 
which the professor has christened 
zorene. 
He describes the following 
experiments: A piece of ordinary and 
easily breakable slag after immersion 
in zorene defied the full blow of a ham- 
; mer. 


There was the sahie effect on ordi­ 
nary bricks and a block of red jareali 
wood. All three were then (after im­ 
mersion in zorene) immersed in water 
for a long time.- When taken out and 
weighed with delicate scales the pres­ 
ence of a single particle of added 
moisture could not be detected. Two 
pieces of steel submitted to an am­ 
monia test equal to five years’ expos­ 
ure to the air emerged from the bath 
as they entered it. An ordinary table' 
knife which had lain open five months 
did not show the slightest stain. 


Professor Brunn asserts that he will 
be able to make roads dust, germ and 
waterproof, thus giving commercial 
value to hundreds of millions of tona 
of slag which is now useless in the 
mining and smelting districts. 
Hi» 
discovery will, at the very least, he 
siiys, double the life of metals exposed 
to the air, such as bridges, railroads, 
vessels and tanks.—Brooklyn Eagle.
